61, as to granting licenses and as to appeal, shalB 
so far as may be have effect as to granting certificates under 
this Act, subject to this qualification, that no certificate in 
respect of a license to sell beer, &c., not to be consumed on 
the premises shall be refiised, except on one of the grounds 
following: — i. That the applicant has failed to produce 
satisfactory evidence of good character. By sect 19, where 
on the I St May, 1869, a license is in force with respect 
to any house for the sale of beer, &c., to be consumed on the 
premises, a certificate in respect of such house shall not be 
refused except on one of the grounds mentioned in sect.

The traveller for a porter, ale, and spirit merchant bound 
himself by a bond not to "travel for any porter, ale, or spirit 
merchant, as agent, collector or otherwise," within a certain 
distance of the town where the merchant carried on his 
business. The traveller travelled within the distance as 
agent and collector for a firm of brewers in the same town 
who brewed and sold only beer, ale, and porter, and sold no 
liquor but of their own manufacture.

It is a question of fact for the Justices 
whether by such additions the house has become a new 
house. A. B., the occupier of a licensed house, added ta 
his premises the adjoining house and made them all one 
establishment Upon applying for a renewal of his license, 
the magistrates refused upon the ground that the premises* 
were not the same, and that no notice had been given for 
an original license. Upon an appeal against this refusal, the 
quarter sessions renewed the license subject to a case as to 
whether, under the circumstances, the notices were necessary*.

IV., c 57, the excise duty on beer 
which had previously been charged, was repealed, and it was 
expressly provided that the hereditary duties thereon should 
not be collected during the reign of His Majesty.

17 of the Wine and Beerhouse Act, 1869, where 
any person is convicted of an offence against the terms or 
conditions of a license granted to him under any of the 
therein recited Acts, if any previous conviction since the 
passing of this Act be proved against him, the offence of 
which he is last convicted, shall be deemed to be a second 
or third offence as the case may be. The defendent who 
held a license to sell beer under 11 Geo. IV., and i AVilL 
IV., c. 64 (one of the recited Acts), had been since the 
passing of the above Act of 1869, convicted under 11 & 12

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respect of premises not theretofore licensed for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors.

Covenant Lease of Public House. Forfeiture.

The term "licensed premises," as used in the Licensing 
Act, 1872, s. 12, means licensed premises while they are 
open to the public for the purpose of the license, con- 
sequently a licensed person who is found drunk on 
licensed premises in his own occupation, after licensed hours, 
and when the premises are closed to the public, is not liable 
to a penalty under sect.

Dancing. License for Music only. 

Under 25 Geo. II. c. 36, s. 2, which empowers Justices to 
license a house for public dancing, music, or other public 
entertainment of a like kind, the Justices have a discretion 
to grant a license for one of the purposes only, namely, 
music, and the keeper of a house with a music license only, 
is liable to the penalty for keeping a house without a license 
if he permits public dancing in the house.

A publican was charged with selling liquors on premises 
not licensed. He had purchased a small inn in Bourne- 
mouth and also the next house, which was about the same 
size, in June, 1878. He applied at the next transfer sessions 
for a transfer, and produced plans before the Justices, 
informing them that he intended to enlarge the premises by 
throwing the two houses into one, and using them for the 
business. The Justices holding it to be a great improve- 
ment granted the transfer. The alteration and enlargement 
was carried out at once. At the next general annual 
meeting he applied for a renewal, and no opposition was 
offered, and the renewal was made. Soon afterwards he 
was charged with selling liquors in the new part of the 
premises.

A license, dated loth October, 1870, was granted by the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue to W., authorising him 
to sell excisable liquors by retail on the premises occupied 
by him. License expired by effluxion of time on loth 
October, 187 1. At the general annual licensing meeting, 
held on the 2Sth August, 187 1, he applied for the renewal 
•of his license, but the Justices refused to renew it He

Forfeiture of Old License, Beerhouse Certificate, 

New Application.

Gaming, Suffering Gaming, Proof of Knowledge on 

the part of Innkeeper.

In order to support a conviction under the above Act, it 
is necessary to give some evidence of actual or constructive 
knowledge on the part of the person charged that gaming: 
was carried on on his premises. 

At the hearing of an information against the appellant, aiv 
hotel keeper, for suffering gaming on his licensed premises,, 
it was proved that a police constable about half-past twelve 
in the morning was in the street in which the premises are 
situate, two of the windows had the blinds up so that the 
constable could see three gentlemen, and from what they 
said it was evident they were playing cards. He waited for 
about a quarter of an hour when the front door was opened 
by one of the waiters, and he then entered and went upstairs- 
to the room, and found six gentlemen round a table with a 
quantity of money on it. The manageress of the hotel said 
that she did not know they were playing cards, and that they 
did not have the cards of her, and her statement was coik 
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&iBed by the card players who were in a private room. The

Suffering Gaming on Licensed Premises, Evidence 

to Support the Charge.

The appellant was charged under the above section of the 
above Act with sufifering gaming to be carried on on her 
premises, an hotel at Epsom. It was proved by witnesses^ 
that while standing in the public street at Epsom, between 
1.30 and 1.45 a.m., they could hear the conversation ^ 
three persons in a room in the hotel These three persons, 
were a horse trainer, a jockey, and a gentleman of New* 
market, and from what was heard of their conversation it 
Vas evident they were playing for money. No direct evidence 
was given that the appellant knew of the gamiiig. The 
appellant stated that the house was closed at 1 1 p.m., that 
the three men were then in their private room, that she saw 
no cards and did not supply any, and did not know of any 
card playing. The hall porter, whose duty it was to attend 
upon customers, stated that he closed the house after i z 
p.m., and retired to his own chair in a parlour beyond the bar 
at the extreme end of the house. He knew nothing what* 
ever of any gambling. The Justices drew the inference from 
the porter's evidence, that his chair was removed to the 
gieatest possible distance from the room where the guests 
were, in order that he might not hear what passed, and they 
thought that the appellant knew that gaming was intended 
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to be carried on, and that she purposely took pains not to 
know what her guests were doing. On these grounds they 
convicted her.

The tenant of a house who had obtained a license for the 
sale of excisable liquors, under 9 Geo, IV., c. 61, was fined 
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for an offence against the tenour of his license, and ejected 
by his landlord. Before the expiration of the year of the 
license, another tenant was let into possession, and applied 
to the Justices under 5 & 6 Vict, c 44, to endorse the 
license to him which they refused to do. He then gave up 
the house to the landlord, and at the next annual licensing 
meeting it was unoccupied, and no application was made for 
a license in respect of it. In the following November, a 
special licensing meeting was held under 9 Geo. IV., c. 61, 
s. 4, and the appellant who had become tenant since the 
licensing meeting applied for a new license under sect. 14, 
but the Justices after considering the application on the 
merits rejected it On appeal, the quarter sessions found 
that the appellant was a proper person to make the applica- 
tion, but held that the grant or refusal of a license under 
sect. 14, was a matter for the discretion of the Justices, and 
on this groimd declined to interfere.

Occasional License, Consent of Justice, Irregu- 
larity in getting it.

Prostitutes, Disorderly House, Summary^ 

Conviction. 

By a section of the Local Act for the regulation of a 
borough which recited that it was expedient to make 
regulations for preventing disorderly conduct in houses of 
public resort, the keeper of any place for refreshment, not 
being licensed, who should wilfully and knowingly permit 
drunkenness or other disorderly conduct in such place, or 
knowingly permit prostitutes or persons of notoriously bad 
character to meet together and remain therein was made 
liable to a penalty. A magistrate dismissed a complaint 
under this section and stated on appeal that the defendant 
knowingly permitted twenty prostitutes to meet together and 
remain in his coffee shop, (being a place within the section) 
together with a number of men, and that he allowed then* 
to remain after that he had been warned and knew they were 
prostitutes, but no disorderly conduct was proved to have 
taken place in the shop. The question for the court was- 
whether the magistrate was bound on the above facts to 
convict ' 

%t\A that proof of disorderly conduct was not necessspy 
to justify a conviction, but that as it did not appear that the 
prostitutes were allowed to remain in the shop beyond the 
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time necessary for taking refreshments the magistrate was 
not bomid to convict.

on a rent or annual sum oi fifteen pounds. By 32 & 33

Refusal to Serve Traveller with Dog, 
Refreshment Bar, Innkeeper. 

An inkeeper is bound by the common law to receive and 
provide reasonable refreshment and accommodation for 
travellers and wayfarers, and cannot lawfully refuse such 
refreshment or accommodation unless for reasonable and 
lawful cause or excuse, and for a breach of such duty is 
indictable. But the keeper of a refreshment bar attached to 
an hotel but not being an hotel itself but a shop for the sale 
of spirits is not an innkeeper within the above rule of law, 
nor is a neighbouring householder a near resident in the 
same town, walking about the town for amusement or 
recreation, a traveller within the rule, and if a traveller 
requires such refreshments at an inn when accompanied by 
a large dog, and insists after being requested by the inn- 
keeper to withdraw him, or the dog staying with him in the 
inn, the presence of the dog affords a reasonable and lawful 
excuse to the innkeeper to refuse to receive such traveller or 
offer him refreshment or accommodation.

Refreshment House, Keeping Open Refreshment 

Dancing Saloon. 

23 Vi^t, c. 27. 

By the statute 23 Vict, c. 27, the resident owner, tenant, 
-or occupier of refreshment houses is required to take out a 
license, and " all houses, rooms, shops, or buildings, kept 
open for public refreshment, resort, and entertainment, at 
any time between the hours of nine at night, and five of the 
following morning, not being licensed for the sale of beer, 
cider, wine, or spirits, respectively, shall be deemed refresh- 
ment houses within this Act." On the hearing of an informa- 
tion against S. and O., the evidence was that they kept a 
dancing saloon, the entrance from the street led to a room fitted 

D 2 
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with chairs, looking glasses, measures, and pots. This roomr 
opened into the dancing-room. When the house was visited' 
in the night, O. was found behind a counter at the entrance 
of the dancing-room- pouring beer from one jug to another, 
a number of persons were in the room, some dancing, some 
drinking beer, and men were at a table sitting drinking and 
singing, and there were a number of quarts of beer in persons- 
hands from which glasses were filled and handed about 
Similar things were seen on two other occasions during the 
same month, but no sale of anything was witnessed, three- 
pence was charged for admission. A witness, a police 
constable, stated that he visited the saloon nearly every 
night in December, and he saw S. and his wife take money 
for admission and he had seen a great number of persons- 
drinking in the saloon and dancing. O. said in defence, 
that threepence was charged for admission, and if a pot of 
beer was wanted the persons paid sixpence first, and one of 
the defendants went for it, S. said that no refreshment was 
sold there. The magistrate was of opinion that the evidence 
did not bring the house within the definition in the Act 
Regarding "entertainment," as the provisions of food, drink, 
and whatever else might be reasonably required for the 
personal comfort of guests of such entertainment, there was 
no sufficient evidence and he could not say it was a house 
kept for public refreshment, inasmuch as no refreshments at 
all were kept there, only one kind of refreshment was 
obtainable and visitors wanting that were dependent upon 
the chance of being able to procure it from other places. 

Prtd that the evidence raised questions of fact upon the 
finding of which the decision of the magistrate was conclusive.

The appellant being licensed to sell by retail intoxicating 
liquors to be consumed off his premises, was charged with 
keeping open his premises for the sale of such liquors after 
^ten o'clock at nighL He had two shops, a grocers and a 
-drapers shop, which formed part of his house, and both 
shops could be entered fipom the house at the back as well 
-as by the customers entrance. The grocery business was 
carried on in a shop which had an entrance for customers in 
one street, and the drapery business in a shop which had an 
entrance for customers in another street During the day 
there were means of going and the customers occasionaly 
passed from one shop to the other, but after ten o'clock^ 
shutters or partitions were put up and all means of com- 
munication, except through the house, prevented. It was 
proved that the drapers shop was kept open till after ten at 
night, but that before ten the openings between the two 
shops were shut, and the grocers shop left in darkness. The

and handed the jug to S. who was standing in his own 
garden, S. having drunk some of the beer returned the jug 
over the wall to J., and others who also drank of it standing 
on the pathway close to the wall.

«or -three times and the beer drunk in the same way. The 
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defendant received the money for the beer on each occasion,, 
and saw or might have seen what was going on.

Sale of Wine in Grocers & Drapers Shop, Wooden 
Case of Wine Closed after Prohibited Hours. 

The occupier of a drapers and grocers shop, who is: 
licensed to sell in the same shop wines and spirits not to be 
consumed on the premises, cannot be convicted under the 
Licensing Act, 1874 (37 & 38 Vict., c 49, ss. 3 & 9), for 
keeping open premises for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
after prohibited hours, upon mere proof that the shop 
is kept open after the prohibited hours, without any sale 
or exposure for sale of intoxicating liquors. 

The appellant was charged under 37 & 38 VicL, c. 49^ 
ss. 3 & 9, with keeping open premises (elsewhere than in the 
metropolitan district) for the sale of intoxicating liquors by 
retail after ten o'clock in the evening. It appeared that he 
occupied a shop where he sold draper}', grocery, and wines 
and spirits not to be consumed on the premises. One even- 
ing after ten o'clock his shop was found open, there was no- 
proof of any sale or exposure for sale of intoxicating; 
liquors after ten o'clock, nor that liquors were kept in any 
other place in the shop except in a large wooden case closed 
with shutters and a lock, which was standing in the shop* , 
with a printed notice on it, informing customers that wines, 
and spirits could not be supphed after ten o'clock in the. 
evening.

Traveller, Nearest Public Thoroughfare, Navigable 

Arm of the Sea.

49, a person 
shall not be deemed a bond fide traveller unless the place 
where he lodged the preceding night is at least three miles 
from the place where he demands to be supplied with liquor 
such distance to be calculated by the nearest public 
thoroughfare.

Thieves, Suffering them to assemble, Beerhouse. 

By 32 & 33 Vict., c. 99, s. 10, a penalty is imposed on 
" every person who occupies or keeps any place where " 
"excisable liquors are sold, and knowingly lodges or harbours" 
" thieves or reputed thieves, or knowingly permits or suffers "^ 
** them to meet or assemble therein." 
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The appellant who occupied a place where excisable liquors- 
were sold, allowed a meeting to be held there for the purpose 
of getting up a subscription in aid of the wife and children 
of a man charged with an offence, or for procuring means< 
for his defence. At' the meeting were several thieves who* 
were known by the appellant to be such, but no disorderly 
conduct occurred and the meeting was not held pursuant to- 
any unlawful design.

Eight persons went to a refreshment room at a railway 
:station (which room was attached to and formed part of the 
•defendant's hotel) on Sunday morning at 11. 10, six of whom 
had a glass of beer, and the other two a glass of sherry 
•each standing at the counter. Four of the men were resi* 
-dents in the town, within half-a-mile of the station, and the 
-other four were strangers. A train was due at 11. 13. The 
strangers and three of the residents went by the train, 
and the fourth (who had been to see his son off) returned 
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home. Two of the three residents who went by the train 
Was seen walking in the town between two and three in the 
afternoon of the same day. There was a printed notice 
hung up in a conspicuous part of the refreshment room 
intimating that refreshments were supplied during the time 
of Divine service on Sundays only to travellers, and that 
those who improperly obtained them would subject them- 
selves to penalties, and it was proved that the defendant 
had given directions to his servants to inquire before supply- 
ing any refreshment whether or not the person asking for it 
was a traveller. The magistrates found that the four resi- 
dents were not " travellers," but did not in terms find that 
the defendant knew it and they convicted him in a penalty. 

8/ke Wttrt quashed the conviction on the ground that the 
onus of proving guilty knowledge in the defendant rested on 
the informer, and intimated that inasmuch as this n^le had 
been so repeatedly laid down by the court they would in 
future when a conviction was quashed for want of such- 
proof consider it right to impose costs.
